fulness of Kentucky's schools inhere in 
the system. The management of these 
schools is iraposad npon the inhabitants 
ol districta whose geographical outlines 
have been determined by interests that 
are oblivious to the public good. These 
districts are unnecessarily unequal in 
wealth and school population ; many of 
them are so 
meager that to equip and maintain effic- 
ient schools, would necessitate oppres- 
sive taxation. The country schools are, 
in large measure, dependent upon the 
nipport and guidance of loinnm- ities 
:hat have no adequate conception of the 
ii .Hinds by which good schools are 
made. Petty jealousies and neighbor- 
lood dimensions are rellccteil in their 
management. Untoward inlltiences, that, 
wonld be impotent in wider areas, dis- 
tract their councils, and often destroy 
their usefulness Because of the absence 
of a central controlling body and the re- 
sponsibility consequent to such a power, 
the district school houses ai 
are inadequate; equipments 
ihifts, or are wholly lacking; there are 
live months of learning and seven ot for- 
getting; the selection of teachers is, in 
the main, in the hands of men whose 
is a certificate, whatever 
the grade ; competency and teaching 
ability do not insure stability of position; 
supplementary aid is regarded as extor- 
,on, and, indeed, in name ODly is there 
rural system of school-. 
One of the most marked evils of our 
district system is the inequality of the 
different schools in the same county. 
In one district the wisest and most pro- 
men are elected trustees. They 
mold the public sentiment in favor of a 
good school. They build a good school- 
house, properly equipped, and make the 
surroundings neat anil comfortable. A 
supplementary tax is voted and a trained 
teacher is employed. This school is oni 
long ten thousand and is altogethe 
lovely. 

But what a contrast may be seen in ai 
adjoining district! The school is "kejtt' 
ramshackle house, which ocenpis 
nost barren, nnfenced spot in tin 
community, and is a disgrace to its civil 
ixation. This, ol itself, tells the charac- 
of the school officers that that have 
been selected to direct the educational 
affairs of that community. As a rule, 
the school is in keeping with the sur- 
roundings. It is "kept" by a kinswoman 
of the trustees, or by one of the many 
be found on Ken- 
tucky's educational cheap-counter. With 
the county as a unit of organmtion, ad- 
ministration, and taxation, such an ine- 
quality would be impossible. Under 
such a system two men could be selected 
from each magisterial- district, but 
elected by the county at large, who 
wonld compose a County Board of Edu- 
cation. This board should operate and 
control all the schools of a county. 
Ninety-nine times in one hundred this 
board wonld be composed of the best 
the county. It is easier to get 
eight or ton good men than it is to ob- 
or three hundred of that cbar- 
'his central body would have the 
interest of all the schools at heart. With 
the county as a unit of taxation, all the 
schools could demand equal facilities for 
the education of their children. , If 
there should be a county tax for repair- 
ing and building; for incidental expenses; 
for prolonging the school term, all the 
schools would be equally benefited. A 
good school here and a score of bid 
schools there in the same county, would 
be a thing of the past. The County 
Board of Education would have the se- 
lection and assignment of teachers, 
hteb would obviate, in large measure, 
immunity dissensions ; nepotism would 
t eliminate*!, and, to a large extant, 
merit would be a controlling inlluence 
in the selection of a teaching force. The 
school law would not become a dead let- 
ter because of school officers too ignor- 
' or too dull to understand Its 
The public service of such a 
central controlling body would be as 
closely observed by the people as that ol 
any of the governmental functions in 
which they have an elective voice ; and 
if one school in the most isolated com- 
munity abooli be neglected, orita affairs 
not properly administered, the wrong 
dd be censured by the entire munic- 
ipality. 

As a connecting link between the sev- 
eral schools and the Central Board of 
Education there should, perhaps, be one 
school, whose duties 
should be custodial and advisory. Too 
much strata cannot be put upon tha lack 
ocal aid under our school system 
There mual be a turn raised annually for

•I Inlaxaats at a county as any other gov- 
ernmental Inaction. The ouly defense 
lor any kind of school taxation Is that it 
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is better to educate than to hang and 
imprison. In other words, it is cheaper 
ami more humane for Jones, who is 
and childless, and who, apparently, has 
no educational obligations, to help edu- 
cate somebody's child into a good, law- 
abiding, sel(-sup|>orting citizsn, tban to 
contribute to the expense incurred by 
his punishment for crime, or be tax id 
support Ids declining years in an aln 
house. I do not know how much mo 
money is spent in Kentucky to ferret, 
prosecute and punish crime than is ex- 
pended in the general education of her 
children. It must 1)9 a much smaller a- 
mount; for there are in the State over 400,- 
(WI0 illiterates, and I am sur there are not 
so many criminals. One thintr, howev- 
er, is quite certain, and that is, a very 
verv large part of onr criminal have 
never been properly educated. 

No community is so poor I 
not do something toward edi 
youth. Certainly there is not. a county 
in Kentucky that can nqt. Therefore 
the assistance which the State rendei 
to the smaller units should be mad 
contingent, at least in part, upon whs 
the smaller units do for themselvea. 
This is the recommendation of the Com 
mittee on Rural Schools to which I have 
before referred. A State educational 
system should lie so organised and ad- 
ministered as to stimulate and not re 
press local effort. In any system this 
principle is a vital one. There 
justice in the distribution of the state 
school fund according to the district 
enumeration of pupil childien. "For 
example," says the report referred to, 
two districts lie side by Bide, one hav- 
ing twenty and the other f >rty youths ol 
school age; the second district draws 
as much money as the other, but 
the cost of keeping np the two schools " 
practically the same. The result is that 
the school that needs the most help 
ceives the least." This inequality wot 
be obviated where the county is the u 
of organization, administration, and ti 
ation. Under such a system the State 
fund would be distributed to countie 
it is to cities, and all the schools thereby 
be equally benefited. But whatever the 
of distribution, the State supply 
should be made contingent upon what 



wne. The cauee is obvious Parents 
!sire better educational advantages for 
leir children. Disgusted with th 
terly inefficient management of school 
lound in so many districts ol 
tltb, they sacrifice the 
■eetral home and rural Independence for 
lie sake of their children. All of 
enow ol many such instances. If son 
thing is not done to give them better 
tools, with long9r terms, the time will 
ne when all the best of our rural pop- 
ulation will crowd into our cities. This 
would be disastrous to our agricultural 
uterests, wherein are the richest re- 
Durces of our Commonwealth. The 
beral education of the farmer's child, 
in the country, is the probable salvation 
of the .farming interests. We cannot 
gst away from the truth that the farm- 
child must be made a useful citizen, 
not only content to stay on the farm, if 
that is best, but fitted to fill honorably 
and intelligently any station in life. To 
Jo this he must have all the opportun- 
ities of education and culture that are 
given to the city child— expert super- 
■ well-trained teacher, the long 
school term, good school-houses, and 
modern euuipments and appliances. It 
cannot be denied that country air and 
exercise, and the obstacles which there 
overcome, give stouter hearts, 
sublimer courage, and a more resolute 
will to tbe rural youth. There is 
nothing too good for the country boy or 
girl. They are the salt of the earth. 
Nearly every man whose name makes 
illustrious our nation's ishtory was coun- 
try, born and reared. The cradles of 
of our Presidents have beeu rocked 
by country matrons. What an illustra- 
tion ol the fitness ol the country as an 
educative location. The flowers and 
plants that are grown in city hothouses 
beautiful and graceful, but those 
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id useful. 

There are few educationists in Ken- 
tucky, I believe, who are not dissatisfied 
with tbe sy item under which our school, 
are now operated. They are familiar 
with its defects, and their experience 
has shown them that it la utterly impos- 
sible, under it, to accomplish the benefi- 
cent aim of public education. They are 
well aware that under It the public 
money is wasted, the schools are, in the 
inefficient, and the highest public 
good is not subserved. They are well 
ired that "there la something rotten 
In Denmark ; " but what are they going 
to do about it T Are they going to 
smother their convictions with the cloak 
ill they take up 
arms against this sea of trouble, and, by 
opposing, end it? 1 am oonvlnced that, 
working as a unit, tbe teachers ol Ken- 
tocky can ecoonipliah much. They are 
tha true molders ot public opinion. By 
crying out against and sparing not the 
educational evils that are so plain a way- 
nan, though a I Mil, need not err 
they can be a mighty factor in 
_ lading a needed re vol ation in 
out rural schools. This is a great civic

Among tlioughlf.il educationists tin 
has been for many y.wrs; a growing C 
satisfaction with Kentucky's 
school system lu bodies, such as ] 
have the honor to addres", thev 
often vuictd their ilifUwtisiaoUoD and 
jiointeil to something better. But whei 
with lh« earnestness of strong convu 
tion, they pointed out the deficiencie 
and inetliniencies of our school systen 
and depreciated the great waste of th 
public treasure that mnBt result from it 
IliespOllllMl administration, it seemed 
that their words were poured 
ears and unsympathetic minds. Iioubt- 



of something wrong, and a hazy concep- 
tion of something better; but thtBe they 
speedily buried beneath their too great 
coDBervatism and shrugged their shoul- 
ders at the idea of any radical revolution 
in eiieting institutions. Hut the little 
lump of dissatisfaction has leavened the 
whole, and its rumblings may now he 
heard throughout the Commonwealth. 
The County Superintendent* do, in large 
measure, reflect the educational senti- 
ment' of their several 1 realities. They 
visit the school i, are familiar with the 
workings ol the system under which 
they are operated, mingle with people 
who are patrons, and study our own edu- 
cational institutions and compare them 
with the more progressive and t llicieut 
systems of other States. And bo they, 
above all others, are ijualiriejd to voice 
the general dinsatisfaction. 'u the last 
annual report of the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, a majority of the 
County Superintendents have, in no un- 
certain terms, entered their protest 
against the system under which our 
rural schools are operated. Their dissat- 
isfaction is an expression of the general 
discontent. 

That this wide-spread dissatifaction is 
not without cause, every intelligent ob- 
server of the workings of our system will 
hear witness. Not the half ol its den- 
ciencesand inefficiencies has been told. 
For number, they are like mosquitoes in 
a southern swamp, ami in their way, as 
pestiferous. What are some of the 
causes of this dissatifaction ? The most 
glaring deli -iencies are seven in num

4. The absence of local aid. 

5. The lack of trained teachers. 

Ii. An ineffective compulsory law. 

7. The inequitable distribution of the 
public fund. 

Did vou know that about one-eighth 
of Kentucky's entire population are 
rural school trustees'.' There are HSU 
in all. Very many of these are honora- 
ble and intelligent men. But, in the 
selection of so many officers, it is impos- 
sible that all, or even a veiy great num- 
ber, should be men uualifnd for 
important and sacred trust which the 
law imposes upon them. There are, on 
an average, about two hundred school 
trustees for each county in the Common- 
wealth. Three of these must come from 
the smallest recognized political at 
four miles square being the largest legal 

I assert that, even in the most intelligent 
districts, it is hard to li id three men 
who take a broad and enlightened view 
of the purpose and scope of public edu- 
cation. As a rule, very little interest is 
ever manifested in a trustee election, 
unless the teacher's personality is a eamu 
belli, or the avoidance of, or revenge for, 
a local tax brings out the voters. If 
Smith's cousin Jane and Jones' sister 
Sue are contestants for the school, the 
fight waxes so hot in the district that, 
compared with it, Cuba is a comfortable 
Summer resort Jones' adherents and 
Smith's allies have a far off look in their 
eyes when they meet, and never S] 
as they pass by Evil reports, like caw- 
ing crows, 11 1 the air, and even the with- 
ers of Jane and Sub are not unwrung. 
If Jones wins, sister Sue g^ta the school, 
and rice tvrm., cousin Jane. Henceforth 
there are two warring factions in this 
little pent up Ttica, and the school goes 
to the "demuition bow-wows." Even 
the women enter the lljht, and their 
"unruly members" wriggle and dart as 
venemouely as the tl <ry serpents that 
beset the children of Israel. The Coun- 
ty Superintendent is powerless to set up 
an effective brazen serpent for the heal- 
ing of the district. Only Father Time 
can cicatrix* the wounds, and (then a 
generation of youth have irreparably 
mi tiered, and untold dollars, in many in- 
stances the veritable sweat and'blood of 
the people, uselessly wasted. This is no 
fancy picture. It is prominently dis- 
played in the experience of every Super- 
intendent in the Commonwealth.

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Bnt community fends and warring fac- 
lons are not the most lamentable results 

ot onr mullipllolly of offleers In many 
instances a lack of general interest In 
the election of school trneteee gives the 
district the most ignorant men in the 
community for school officers. II there 
was nothing greater at stake than the 
Itest interests of the school, I have 
known trustee elections where only 
three rotes were cast— the two hold-over 
trustees being the nominating commit- 
tee, and they and the candidate the 
voters. This lack of. interest very 
often results in the elevation oi the 
est igiorant men to the trustee 
dp. And when a district is handi- 
ipped by a dead weight of Ignorance in 
the person ol its school officials, every 
iducatlonal interest in the community 
uiffers. I n very many of our school dis- 
tricts i nt ell gmt men have become so 
isgusted with the bitter personalities 
that are engendered, the unbusinesslike 
methods that are pursued, and the gen- 
ii apathy that exists in educational 
affairs, that they hold themselves aloof 
>,n the district school at their doors, 
and, at great expense and much incon- 
venience, they patron!?. < the private 
school, or send their children to 
the distant town to be educated. Not 
ling ago I asked an intelligent gentle- 
of my county to serve as school 
ie. "No," said he, "there are three 
things that I- have learned from sad ex- 
: Never to meddle with a wild- 
d-headed woman, and a district 
school. I have tack lei all three. The 
first stripped me of my clothes, the sec- 
ond of my hair, and the third of my 
reputation. I pray thee have me ex- 
cused." It is, in many cases, the para- 
ble of the wedding feast over again 
when the best men are invited to serve 
as district school trustees. Sometimes 
we see a live, progressive gentleman try 
to serve on a board with two who are 
certain that the chief end and all 
which they made their calling and elec- 
tion sure is to employ the teacher who 
will "keep" school the longest lor the 
public money. This is I'egasus yoked 
with oxen, and he loses no time in free- 
ing himself, leaving the school to its 
logical fate. A board of trustees did me 
the honor to visit me in a body a few 
weeks sg X Their story was heart-rend- 
ing Jones was out fifty cents for coal, 
Smith was in the hole a dollar, while 
Brown danced frantically to the 
a dollar and a half. They had required 
the laaaaer to ask the patrons for one 
dollar each, and they had responded: 
"Nay, nay, Paulina.' I asked them 
about the dollar and a half poll-tax that 
1 had ordered some weeki 
found that they had not even appointed 
a treasurer. Bnt why multiply ' 
of this kind? Every Superintendent's 
experience bristles with them, 
whole system is an educational trocha, 
and these exasperating instances are 
only keen barbs in the barrier to prog- 
ress. I have no war to wage with 
trustees. As I have before said, very 
many of them are intelligent and honor- 
able men, who have the best interests of 
the schools at heart, and who do their 
duly. And I say, further, that ninety 
per cent of them are honest, and would, 
if they could, do their duty. It is the 
height of folly to expect that a large 
number of our school trustees should be 
intelligent, duty-doing men. There are 
24,312 of them. According to the last 
census, there are in Kentucky 427,'icitt 
illiterates, which is something over nine- 
teen times the number ot 
There is nothing strange about t 
Were we to choori 24,312 judges of 
courts in the same way we should have 
fully as incompetent a judiciary. And 
just contemplste a Kentucky legislature 
composed of 24,312 men ! Imagina 
becomes dizzy! 

I am convinced, and your expert* 
has taught you, that this multiplicity of 
trustees is one of seven devils that should 
be cast out of Kentucky's school system, 
It is, indeed, the most pestiferous of all 
the devils of which the system is pos- 
sessed, Louisville, with a school popu- 
lation of about 80,000, has only fourteen 
school trustees. Jefferson County, with 
a school copulation of about h,000, hi 
88S trustees. Yet who would think of 
comparing the schools of Jefferson Coun- 
ty with those ol Louisville? What is 
true of this locality is a 
every other county in the Common- 
wealth. A multiplicity of trustees is an 
old man of the sea astride our echo 
system, and, unless we cast him off, 
Sinbad did, he will ride our rural schools 



8,104 school districts in the Common, 
wealth, and the law ol our system com- 
mands three trustees for every district- 
Ami here we reach the root of all out 
rural educational evils, which is a mul- 
tiplicity of districts. Horace Mann, 
America's pioneer educational reformer, 
tells us that "the school district system 
is the most disastrous feature in the 
whole history of educational legislation."
